Halting Tax Sales 
Just Buying Votes, 
Governor Is Told 


Battle Creek, Mich., April 7 (A*)—• 
County Treasurer Delbert Patter­ 
son said today he had written to 
Governor Frank 
Murphy 
urging 
him to take no action to halt the 
May tax sales. 
“We are both Democrats,” Patter­ 
son wrote. ‘However, for the sake 
of politics I haven’t any desire to 
sacrifice things that are fair, Just 
and honorable to succeed at the 
polls and I hope you feel the same. 
Such a move might mean a certain 
percentage of votes, but what a 
price to pay for them.” 
Patterson said tax payments had 
been increasing but that property 
owners would defer their payments 
if they believed the sales were to 
be deferred again. 
He said that 
the loudest protests were from a 
few real estate dealers who are 
large owners of vacant lots and that 
thousands of persons 
who 
have 
paid delinquent taxes would resent 
cancellation of the sales.

Governor Plans to Ask 
for More Federal 
Government Aid 


Lansing, April 7 <5P)— Governor 
Murphy said today he would turn 
to the federal government tor 
assistance in solving a staggering 
direct relief problem in Michigan. 
The executive said the state 
could continue its present rate of 
welfare expenditure no later than 
September, when 
he 
estimated 
next year’s funds would 
be 
ex­ 
hausted. 
• “The situation is at its worst 
right now,” 
the governor 
said, 
“and there is no indication it will 
immediately alter. Every day our 
revenues are falling off. 
Mean­ 
while our relief burden is mount­ 
ing.” 
Murphy said approximately a 
halt' million persons in Michigan 
are dependent upon direct relief. 
The federal government has been 
“generous” with WPA allocations, 
he added, but many who are now 
on direct relief are not eligible for 
the other type of aid. 
“Every day,” he declared, “It 
seems to me more evident that 
congress will have to step into the 
picture and give direct relief as 
well as work relief to take care of 
those who can’t 
get 
on 
WPA 
rolls.”

deep gratitude to the jurors for their ser­ 
vice a t the lime of the ju ry ’s discharge. 
Very likely there were scores

PRAISE FOR BROWN 
(Iron Mountain Nows) 
Senator Prentiss Brown, of Michigan, is 
receiving merited praise for his unswerv­ 
ing opposition to the reorganization 
hill 
w hich passed tho senate by a narrow m a r­ 
gin and is now in th e houso. 
Although elected as a new deal Demo­ 
crat, the senator has given evidence that 
he is not a blind loyalist nor rubber stamp 
and he sees in the m easure a dangerous 
abrogation of authority by congress. Nor 
can it he said th a t the 
sen ator’s 
views 
were “ purchased” by telegrams. 
W arning th a t if congress enacts the hill 
it will later be found 
th a t 
irreparable 
damage has been done, the senator asserts 
that it confers 
excessive 
discretionary 
jurisdiction upon th e chief executive and, 
places in his hands power such as is now 
exercised only by dictators. 
The bill would close tho door to effec­ 
tive interference or protest from the peo­ 
ple. the senator continued, adding: 
“ I ask what authority exists under the 
Byrnes hill (the reorganization hill) for 
hearing the views of the people, be they 
government employes, citizens interested 
in the functions of a governm ent agency, 
or persons concerned over the success of 
the government of th e United States. 
“ There is none. T he only body th a t can 
give this opportunity is congress. Tho only 
forum th a t is adequate is a congressional 
committee.” 
If the bill becomes law congress, 
the 
senator stated, will find "Its arm s atro­ 
phied, its powers limited. It will have giv­ 
en to a bare one-third of congress a veto 
power for which there is no 
legal 
nor 
moral justification.” 
As th e bill stands, none of th e acts of 
the President could he over-ridden 
by 
congress without a two-thirds vote, giv­ 
ing to a minority group of one-third 
a 
strangle hold through its possession of tho 
veto. 
And seldom would th ere he an exe­ 
cutive who could not successfully dicker 
for support of one-third of the member­ 
ship. 
Senator Brown gagged on th e supremo 
court bill. Ho gags on reorganization as 
subversive to 
American 
interests 
aud 
traditions and us a surrender 
of 
rights 
that should bo retained by congress which, 
in turn, is subject to some control by the 
people. 
President Roosevelt 
asserts 
th at 
he 
does not have the qualifications to be a 
dictator and that lie is against dictator­ 
ship. 
lf he is honest let him bo as forth- 
niglit as Senator Brown and inform the 
house tho m easure should be defeated. It 
is not yet too late to save 
the 
country 
from another leftist step.

London— Field Marshal Herm ann Goer- 
ing’s definite emergence as No. 2 man of 
Nazi Germany is one of the im portant re­ 
velations of recent stirring weeks in Ger­ 
man history. 
His tem porary rule of the Nazi 
state 
while Adolph H itler entered newly 
con­ 
quered A ustria, then his own speech-mak­ 
ing trip into Austria, and the fact that he 
is boss of tho economic plan to make Ger­ 
many industrially and agriculturally self- 
sustaining, all conclusively show Goering 
to bo second only to tho Fuehrer. 
Most significant, Dr. Joseph 
Goebbels, 
Nazi M inister of Propaganda, 
has 
“sur­ 
rendered” to Goering. 
He has 
a t 
last 
given recognition to Goering’s superiority 
to himself in German governm ental 
a f­ 
fairs. 
It has been the persistent and consistent 
story ever since the Nazis came into power 
that Goering and Goebbels 
were 
deadly 
rivals and th a t neither would w ear m ourn­ 
ing if a ton of bricks fell on th e 
other. 
Time was when Goebbels in his capacity 
as Propaganda Minister and boss of 
the 
press, 
suppressed 
whole 
speeches 
or 
chunks of speeches made by Goering. And 
speeches by Nazi brass-hats are the chief 
pabulum German papers are allowed 
to 
print. 
But recently Goering’s ministerial 
chief secretary and factotum, Erick Gritz 
bach, w rote a hook about his boss. 
• 
— ADMITS RIVA IAS POPULARITY— 
Goebbels showed his surrender by allow­ 
ing tho press to go the limit on this book 
Thus th e Deutsche 
Allgcmeine 
Zeltung 
one day led its first page with a long 
ex­ 
tract from the book. 
Tho lead-off was de 
voted to a long review of 
tho 
book 
In 
which the paper was perm itted to say that 
General Goering is tho most popular man 
iii the Reich next to Adolf tho Great. 
The volume established beyond rebuttal 
that, ho is a hero both to his chief secre­ 
tary and to his vulet, known simply 
as 
Robert. 
Every morning (writes Gritzbach) at 
a certain hour Goering, still in a dressing 
gown and slippers, has his quiet half hour 
of r e s t,'w hen ho casts aside all cares of 
tho day. 
Ho has before him about a dozen 
books front which to choose. 
They 
a re 
either histories or books about a rt or n a­ 
ture. 
He holds a hook in one hand and 
with tho other fondles his lion cub 
who 
snuggles against him aud purrs 
like 
a 
contented tabby cat. 
As Goering has m ore im portant 
jobs 
than anybody in tho Nazi Reich, he spends 
longer hours a t work. 
L ate in tho eve­ 
ning his staff lay before him throo lists 
which regulate his following day. One list 
contains th e hours at which he is to have 
conferences with under 
ministers. 
Air 
Force officers and diplomats. 
Tho 
sec­ 
ond list contains tho names of tho 
hun­ 
dreds of people who huvo w ritten asking 
for personal talks with him. 
Ohly a few 
ar© chosen. 
Tho third list contains 
the 
names of some unfortunates who are 
to 
he brought on tho m at to get a combing 
for w hat they have done or failed to do. 
— HAN LITTLE SLEEP— 
Goering gets to bed late. 
Five or six 
hours of sleep are all he needs. 
Winter 
and sum m er alike ho gets up between 
6 
aud 7 o'clock. 
His bedrooms iii 
all 
his 
houses face east, 
lf the sun is shining, 
Robert finds him in dressing gown out on 
tho balcony. 
He has already had his ice 
cold shower bath. 
Robert brings him 
a 
cup of coffee which ho drinks standing. 
Then ho sits down to road 
the 
pupers. 
F irst he looks at all the leading German 
sheets which are delivered to his residence 
as early as possible. 
Next, ho glances at

Ho breakfasts at 9, fin­ 
ishes iu IO minutes and by 9:30 is dressed 
for the day. He then gives directions to his 
staff for tho day s secretarial work and at 
10:30 begins receiving those ou his list 
of appointments. 
This goes on until the 
midday meal. 
lf ho eats with his family, 
ho more often than not 
has 
important 
guests with whom ho continues business 
talks a t tho table. 
— LIKES THE THEATRE— 
Very frequently lie lunches with Hitler 
and is apt to ho with him for hours, 
dis­ 
cussing policies, 
lf he is not with Hitler, 
his afternoon is given to fu rth er 
confer­ 
ences with his various underlings in 
the 
many departm ents he rules. 
By about 9:30 p. rn. he calls it a day 
and conies homo for a supper after which, 
with his wife, he is likely to go 
to 
the 
opera house or to tho theater which ho 
bosses and which is not under 
Goebbels' 
control. 
Often by the time he gets there, 
only one act remains to he seen, but he 
enjoys it and afterw ards, with his actress 
wife, likes going hack on the stage 
and 
joshing with ii is artists. Then 
home, 
a 
last look at im portant documents, a sand­ 
wich and so to bcd.

against too narrow a concentration on t 
labor vote. 
“Since organized labor is seldom a num­

Helen 
Stetzer, 
Brown county home agent, 
an­ 
swers num erous requests in 
de­ 
scribing several methods by which 
these sm all and 
palatable 
fish 
may be preserved for 
consum p­ 
tion for weeks after the 
annual 
run is over. 
“ Sm oking, either of two pro­ 
cesses, is recommended 
by 
the 
bureau of fisheries,” Miss Stet­ 
zer says “ They may be described 
as the hot sm oking or barbecuing 
method, and the 
cold 
sm oking 
method. 
A process of “ potting” 
with spices also is quite satisfac­ 
tory.” 
In the hot sm oking or barbecu­ 
ing method, the fish are laid three 
or four feet above a fire, and cur­ 
ed at a tem perature ranging from 
160 to 200 degrees. This wholly 
or partially cooks the fish 
pre­ 
serving them for a few days to a 
couple of weeks. 
F o r Longer Period 
If the fish are to be cured for 
a longer period, the cold sm oking 
method is recommended. 
Here 
the fish are cured over 
a 
low 
sm ouldering fire at a tem perature 
that will not cook the flesh. This 
product is com parable to ham or 
bacon and should be cooked 
be­ 
fore using. 
The sam e 
general 
principles 
governing the smoking, handling 
and storing of cured m eats should 
he followed in stroking fish, Miss 
Stetzer points out.

A sm okehouse for curing sinai 
lots of fish m ay be m ade by usin 
a box about three feet square an 
six feet high. The boards of the 
end that rests 
on 
the 
ground 
should be removed. 
About 
12 
inches from this end is built 
a 
false bottom, 
drilled with 
half­ 
inch holes at two-inch intervals. 
The end of the box is set over 
a pit two feet square 
and 
18 
inches deep. A trench about a foot 
wide and a foot deep is dug from 
this pit to a distance 
about 
IO 
feet away, connecting to the fire 
pit. 
Pit Simply Made 
M aking the fire pit is also sim ­ 
ple. It is sim ply a hole three feet 
square and 18 inches deep. G al­ 
vanized Iron is then laid over the 
trench, acting 
as 
a 
horizontal 
chimney to the smokehouse. 
Cleats are nailed Inside the box 
for holding the trays, 
the first 
about 12 to 14 inches below the 
top. A few holes should be bored 
for ventilation in or near the top 
of the house. 
A fter splitting and cleaning the 
fish, they are dropped in a brine 
m ade by adding two cups of salt 
to four gallons of w ater and left 
to soak for about 
30 
m inutes. 
They are then rinsed and left to 
drain for a few m inutes. Follow ­ 
ing this the fish are dropped sin g­ 
ly into a shallow box of fine salt, 
having as much salt as possible 
cling to each fish, and then pack­ 
ed in even lay er* in a tub or box. 
The fish should be left in th 
box from one to three hours, d 
pending on the weather, 
size o 
fish, and length of tim e for which 
preservation is desired. When the 
fish are taken out of the salt they 
should be rinsed in brine, and all 
visible particles of salt scrubbed 
off. 
Three H ours' Drying 
Drying follow s, with the 
fish 
laid on chicken wire drying racks 
out of the direct rays of the sun 
but located in 
a 
good breeze. 
About three hours’ drying should 
be given, 
until a thin film 
is 
formed on the surface of the fish, 
before 
putting 
them 
into 
the 
smokehouse. 
Fish m ay be 
placed 
In the 
sm okehouse on wire mesh trays, 
or hung on sticks or iron rods. Ill 
no case should any two fish touch 
as this will prevent the 
drying 
and penetrative 
action 
of the 
smoke. 
If hung on rods, 
m ore 
fish may be smoked a t a tim e and 
tho product will be somewhat bet­ 
ter. 
Trays, of course, give 
less 
trouble. 
The fire should be started 
an 
hour or two before the fish are 
put into the house. It should be 
low and smouldering. Alm ost any 
hardwood or wood 
other 
than 
pine may 
be 
used. 
The fire 
should not give off 
too 
much 
sm oke during tho first eight to 12 
hours, but a dense cloud of sm oko 
should bo built up for the rem ain­ 
der of the process. 
For 24 Hours 
Sm oking should continue for 
hours if the fish are to be 
kc|) 
for several weeks, and for four or1 
five days if it is wished to pre­ 
servo them for a longer 
period. 
Caution should be exercised 
not 
to allow the fire to die down nor 
to become too big. 
A fter taking the fish out of the 
smokehouse, they should be dried 
for an hour or two in tho air, and 
theu wrapped in sheets of waxed 
paper, 
sprinkling 
little 
with 
fine table salt. 
They 
should be 
stored in a cool dry place. 
Sm elt m ay bo 
“ potted” by 
a 
successful method. 
A fter careful 
cleaning and washing, the cavity 
is rubbed with salt 
and 
black 
pepper. 
The fish are placed in 
layers in a crock or earthenw are 
dish, using oue or two bay leaves 
aud a few whole 
peppers 
and 
cloves on each layer. 
Vinegar is poured over th© fish 
until they are about half covered, 
after which they are baked in 
a 
fairly hot oven. This product will 
keep for about two weeks under 
ordinary conditions, although 
It 
may he held for three or four 
months if in a refrigerator.

Should Take Test

H ealth Unit 
Local boards of health, and par­ 
ticularly those in Michigan, 
are 
stressing tho fact th at every per­ 
son who has had contact with a 
case of tuberculosis may contract 
the disease and should therefore 
subm it to a diagnostic test. 
This advice is sound since, it 
is estimated, an average of 
40 
persons are exposed to every ac­ 
tive case of tuberculosis. 
Indi­ 
viduals less than 40 years old 
and especially those who 
have 
bad relatives afflicted with the 
disease are being urged to be ex­ 
amined. 
In 
the 
presence 
of 
cough, both a sputum 
analysis 
and an X-ray of the chest should 
bo made. 
In this manner, an 
early stage of tho malady may be 
detected and cure assured. 
In the ordinary sense, 
there 
are no "carriers” of tuberculosis. 
Every person carrying the bacil­ 
lus has the disease 
in 
active 
form. 
A marked decrease in reported 
cases of tuberculosis 
over 
the 
past 20 years, while gratifying 
in one way, is unfortunate in a n ­ 
other. 
It has caused tho young­ 
er generation to ignoro tho te r­ 
rors of the “ whito plague” 
so 
vividly impressed on their elders 
and to regard all too indifferent­ 
ly chronic cough, weakness and 
the 
other 
early 
tuberculosis 
symptoms. Frequently, their only 
resort is to 
wholly 
ineffective 
homo remedies 
aud . worthless 
“ patent” medicines. 
in a sanitarium caring for 400 
patients, nioro than 50 per cent 
statod they had boon treated for 
colds for some 
time 
before 
a 
diagnosis 
of 
tuberculosis 
was 
made. 
Fever, loss of weight, ex­ 
pectoration 
and 
cough 
lasting 
more than two 
weeks 
should 
have sent them hurrying to 
a 
skilled diagnostician. Their fail­ 
ure to seek 
competent 
advice 
proves tho claim th at our cam ­ 
paigns of education, worthy 
as 
they may be, are not 
reaching 
those who are now or arc most 
likely to be afflicted with tub er­ 
culosis.

Alger-Schoolcraft 
health 
departm ent will hold an X-ray 
clinic in Manistique April 26th 
and in Munising, April 27th for 
the purpose of finding new cases 
of tuberculosis. These clinics will

The narrowness of the market was 
exemplified by the fact 602 indi­ 
vidual stocks changed bands com­ 
pared with more than 900 during 
relatively active sessions.

clines, 157 advances and 199 that 
stood still. 
News inspiration from business 
and elsewhere was lacking for 
most departments and even devel­ 
opments 
that 
might 
ordinarily 
have prodded the list to higher 
levels were ignored. 
The market was cold to reports 
the president contemplated recom­ 
mending

aome $1,500,000,000 public works 
spending as a means of cutting 
unemployment 
and 
revitalizing 
the 
shaky 
national 
industrial 
structure. 
Wall Street apparent­ 
ly felt the amount proposed was 
hardly sufficient to enliven {infla­ 
tionary psychology and most spec­ 
ulative forces were inclined to 
maintain a watchful-waiting atti­ 
tude pending 
announcement of 
the administration’s actual plans. 
The tenseness 
of 
the French 
political and financial crisis, with 
street fighting in Paris a prelude 
to the probable overthrow of the 
Blum cabinet, was seen as a re­ 
tarding trading influence. 
The 
reorganization battle in congress, 
and the defeat of the attempt to 
kill the hotly debated bill, was 
watched 
closely in 
boardrooms 
and was believed to have account­ 
ed partly for the scantiness of 
share dealings. 
Steels, up at the start, soon lost 
vigor, and many other issues that 
exhibited

backed down at the finish.
